had power, without Mr. McEnaney‘s consent, 
to alter the rules and regulations for national 
schools in such a manner as adversely to 
affect Mr McKEnaney’s pre-existing right to 
imcrements; and in holding that Mr. 
McEnaney had signed his contract on the 
understanding that the existing code might 
from time to time be altered by the competent 
authority 

Mr. Costello said that the point in the 
action would turn on the construction of the 
rule. Mr. McEnaney had been a serving 
teacher at the time of the Treaty, and the 
only condition attached to a grant of incre- 
ments until the promulgation of this rule by 
the Minister in May, 1980, was that he should 
be rated by the inspector as highly efficient.. 
Mr. McEnaney, throughout his career and up 
to the present moment, had been rated highly 
efficient, and would have got his increments 
in the ordinary way but for this rule. 

Mr. Mc#naney, in addition to being rated 
highly efficient, had had first-class reports on 
his knowledge of Irish. He was able to teach 
Irish and to teach through the medium of 
Irish, but for some reason or other had not 
passed the examination for the second certi- 
ficate—he had got the first certificate—and 
had been deprived of the increments to which 
otherwise he would have been entitled. 

The question was: Was the Minister en- 
titled. so to speak, to break the contract that 
Mr. McEnaney had had with the former Com- 
missioners of National Education’? 

Mr. Costello submitted that there was no 
power to say to the teacher that he would be 
given no increments unless he had certain 
paper qualifications. Although the rules and 
regulations might enable the Minister to vary 
the rate of increments they did not authorise 


| him to alter the qualifications which would 


entitle a teacher who had been appointed 
before the Treaty to increments. 

Mr Moloney submitted that no proposition 
of law had been established to justify the 
existence of any right, whether contractual or 
statutory, vested in Mr. McEnaney which had 
been infringed.

CURIOUS DUBLIN CASE 

Francis Slevin 31 North Great Charles 
street, Dublin, claimed £100 damages from 
the Irish Shoemakers and Repairers’ Union, 
27 Whitefriar street Dublin, for inducing 
an employer to dismiss him. 
The defendants were: Christopher Griffin, 
president of the union; Charles Ledden, 


secretary; Patrick Lusk, treasurer; William 
Patchell, Christopher Faulkiner, Michael 
McCormick, John Mulkearn and Daniel 


Sullivan, members of the committee ; Thomas 
Lynch and Michael Clarke, trustees; M. 
Doyle, G. Byrne, J. Farrell, P. Kelly and 
S. Byrne, members. 

The defence was a denial of the allegations 
and a plea that if the plaintiff was dismissed 
it was in furtherance of a trade dispute. 

Mr. Felix Sherry (instructed by Messrs. 
Roger Greene ani Sons) represented the 
plaintiff, and Mr. W. O’B. FitzGerald (in- 
structed by Mr. J. Ryan solicitor) defended. 

Evidence was given that three men 
employed by Mr. Robert Perkins, 6a West- 
land row, Dublin, had -absented themselves 
from work without notice in September, 
1939, in an effort to join the British Army. 
and Perkins had to obtain the services of 
the plaintiff, who started work right away. 
The men could not fet away from Ireland 
to join the Army and they returned to work 
on the following day. They were reinstalled 
in their employment, Slevin also being re- 
tained. The Irish Shoemakers and Repairers’ 
Trade Union, through their secretary, Charles 
Ledden, served strike notice on Perkins some 
four months later, threatening a strike unless 
Slevin was dismissed on the grounds that 
Perkins’ shop was overstaffed by one. The 
employés were employed on the niecework 
system. 

In evidence, Robert Perkins said that he 
had no contract with his employés. He paid 
them weekly and could dismiss them without 
notice. He had found Slevin a very satisfac- 
tory worker and ne had earned more wages 
than anyone els in the shop. The three 
employés who had endeavoured unsuccessfully 
to join the Britist Army had absented them- 
selves from work ‘without warning, but when 
they returned he saw no reason why he should 
not employ them again. When the union 


demanded that Slevin should be dis- 
missed, the secretary of the union 
said the principle was: '“ First man 


in, last man t« go.” Witness, however, 
thought that the least competent workman 
should go. The strike notice stated that 
Slevin, being the last man in, should be the 
first man to go. Witness could not afford a 
strike and there was no alternative but to 
let Slevin go. 
Judge bhan said that the plaintiff ap- 
peared to have been harshly treated, and the 
case was adjourned by consent for h fort- 
night to see it an amicable agreement could 
be reached between the plaintiff and the 


defendant union.

INTERESTING ROTARY CLUB 
LECTURE 


Experiences of foreign trade and travel 
were related at the Dublin Rotary Club’s 


luncheon yesterday by Mr. T. R. Sparks, 
Export Manager of Messrs. W. and R. 
Jacob, Ltd. 


The two years immediately following the 
last war—1919 and 1920—were deceptively 

d, said Mr. Sparks; 1921 witnessed a set- 
ack, and then for about a decade the 
export trade of the world climbed steadily 
upwards—then the crash came. The world 
became a place where everybody wanted to 
sell and nobody wanted to buy. 

During his experience he had found that, 
measured by volume of trade, the Chinese 
formed by far the largest racial group with 
whom business had brought him in contact. 
The Chinese possessed all the qualities that 
o to make a great a aanaí unity. 
hey were industrious, honest and intelligent. 
When their millions had been welded into 4 
coherent national whole they would form a 
bloc of massive strength industrially, politi- 
cally, economically—and militarily. 

Next to the Chinese, Indians formed the 
largest commercial group with which he had 
experience, and he found them the keenest 
buyers in the world, not excluding the 
Americans. 

As a Rotarian he had attended Rotary 
lunches right round the world—from Tientsin 
to Vancouver. : 

Mr. Sparks concluded his “' Recollections 
and Reflections” by commenting that when 
the present war ended the political and 
economic structure of the world would be 
very different from anything we had known 
m the past. Gold and (arssez-jaire were

1914—or even up to 1931, although much less 
steadily.

AN INTERESTING EXHIBITION 


A collection of paintings by Mr. Jack B. 
Yeats in the new home of the Contemporary 
Picture Galleries, 133 Lower Baggot street 
Dublin, will be the art attraction of the week. 
In the mi. of these seventeen pictures 
ce = buadha to have had at, his 
service the fine discretion and appreciati

Yeats is inimitable. His approach is a 
personal idiosyncrasy, something ‘tempera- 
mental, to which, however late, he now gives 
full, and, at times, forced expression. These 
recent paintings are beautiful for the intense 
emotional appeal of their colour schemes 
declared by Yeats, with their essential values 
as vibrant harmonies. ! 

Fine examples in contrast are to be found 
on the same wall in Room 2. If one were not 
satiate with the effulgence of these colour 
stories in No. 8, ‘‘A Palace,” and No. 9, “In 
Memory of Boucicault and Bianconi,’’ a dis- 
tincter delineation of detail would be de- 
manded of the artist, but if he had been dis- 
turbed in his concept, would it have been 
rendered with equal essential beauty. “Hill 
Road,’’ No. 2, in Room 1, is a precious little 
specimen of harmonised ~ purples, blues. 
yellows, greens and red in the ‘‘far-off,”’ 
lighted by distant brilliance in the sky. i 

No. 1, “Canal from Bridge"; No. 4, 
‘“Embryo of the Circus”; No. 6, “By 
Merrion Strand,” and Nos. 12, 13 and 17 will 
be among the pictures attracting particular 
notice; also No. 10, “High Spring Tide, 
Rosses Point.” | 

It is possible in this exhibition to note the 
beginnings of Mr. Yeat's present approach to 
his subjects. There are on show several earlier 
works, including some that experienced the 
strange. American adventure, In these there 
is a formal description of the subject, and 
colour is below the norm of the _ intensity 
of the artist’s declarations of this date, with 
here and there an impulsive touch of the later 
manner. 

If Mr. Yeats is too subjective to be 
imitated, these examples of his emotional 
response to the brilliant and the beautiful 
may guide a newer generation into a school 
of emotional painting which, in its origin and 
in itself, will be wholly Irish.

“A New Situation” 


According to the official Stefani Agency, 
“ca new situation ” has arisen between 
Italy and Greece. The Greek version, and 
the facts, suggest that these two ancient 
enemies are at war again. It appears 
that in the small hours of yesterday morn- 
ing the Italian Minister in Athens 
presented General Metaxas, the Greek 
Premier, with a Note which amounted to 
an ultimatum. It was a long document, 
in which various allegations were made 
against the Greek Government. One was 
that since last August the Greeks had been 
guilty of a series of border outrages 
against Albania, which is under Italian 
protection, and that, in general, the 
Greeks’ treatment-of Albanian citizens was 
intolerable. Another declared that Greek 
neutrality was a sham; that the Greek 
ports, coast and islands were being used 
openly by the British Fleet, with the 
manifest connivance of General Metaxas 
and his colleagues, and that the British 
intelligence service was using Greece as a 
basis of active operation against the 
interests of the Axis Powers. In order 
to put an end to this unsatisfactory 
position of affairs, the Italian Government 
demanded General Metaxas’s, consent to 
the occupation of certain strategic points 
on Greek territory by Italy’s armed forces, 
and free passage for Italian troops to their 
new positions. A three hours’ time limit 
was attached to this ultimatum, which— 
General Metaxas informed the Italian 
Minister—the Greek Government must 
regard as a declaration of. war. The 
three hours passed, and shortly before six 
o’clock on the morning of the eighteenth 
anniversary of. the Fascist militia’s march 
on Rome, the Italian ‘forces opened 
hostilities against: the Greeks, As we 
write, accurate details are lackirig. Since 
of claim and counter-claim, of wild 
rumours and obviously ‘‘ inspired ”’ state- 


accepted from the British Government a 
guarantee which now has been invoked by 
General Metaxas. The British have. under- 
taken to help Greece by every means within 
their power.. Manifestly, agreement already 
has been reached between Athens and 
London concerning the military and naval 
measures that will be taken in the event of 
-an Italian attack, and already the British 
Mediterranean Squadron is steaming to 
Greece’s aid. It is reported, too, that the 
Italian Navy has launched an attack on 
Corfu, an island that already has played 
some part in the naval history of the 
Mediterranean. Patras also has been 
bombed, and it is evident that the Italian 
High Command hopes to employ the 
methods of the Blitzkrieg against General 
Metaxas’s forces. Pending the deployment 
of the invading army, the most interesting 
problem at the moment is the attitude of 
Turkey, which has a common frontier with 
Greece. From the beginning of the war 
the Turks have maintained an attitude 
of benevolent neutrality towards Great 
Britain, but they always have made it 
clear that they never would take any active 
part in the war if their participation in 
any way should be unwelcome to Russia. 
On the other hand, they made no secret of 
the fact that they would regard an attack 
on Greece as an indirect, or possibly even 
a direct, threat against their own security. 
Of course, their position to-day is far less 
satisfactory than it was when General 
Weygand commanded a Franco-British 
force of about a million and a half men 
in Syria. That force exists no longer as 
a unit, and, if the Turks should become 
involved in the hostilities, they could not 
count upon any substantial] reinforcements 
from Asia Minor. Ankara’s position, 
therefore, is exceedingly delicate, and 
advice from Moscow will be awaited with 
some anxiety in the Turkish capital. The 
‘* new situation ” indicates with reasonable 
certainty that grave events are pending in 
the Mediterranean. The “ Axis” Powers 
may, or may not, have abandoned their 
plans for a direct invasion of Great 
Britain, but they realise that, if they 
can. secure control of the Middle Sea—and 
particularly of the Suez Canal, which was 
described once by Kaiser Wilhelm as “ the 
jugular vein of the British Empire ’’—they 
will deal a heavy blow at the British cause. 
In order, however, to achieve their 
ambition, they must gain control not only 
of Suez, but also of Gibraltar—a fact 
which lends much importance to the atti- 
tude of Spain. In the last analysis 
Turkey’s decision probably will decide the

Local Security

His promise 
will be a further encouragement to the 
men who already are in training, and, as 
we think, will give a new impetus to 
recruiting.

Death on the Roads 


It may seem slightly ridiculous in times 
like these, when almost the whole Con- 
tinent of Europe is at war, and when 
thousands of people are dying violent 
deaths every day and every night of the 
week, to speak of the ‘‘toll of the roads.”’ 
Yet how fearsome were those figures only 
twelve months ago! They represented one 
of the major public problems in Great 
Britain; but this year is not. like last, 
and the motor car that speeds along the 
country road to-day, hurtling round 
narrow corners on two wheels, is regarded 
in the new order of things as a machine 
hardly more dangerous than a farm cart. 
Out of their context, calamities are no 
longer calamities. Doubtless, if the 
astronomers announced to-morrow that 
some stray planet, travelling through 
space at the speed of several thousands 
of miles a second, would collide with the 
earth next year, the present war, awful 
though it may seem ‘now, would dwindle 
to the proportions of a street brawl. The 
prospect of the destruction of all human 
life would reduce the present slaughter, 
both in Europe and in Asia, to the point 
of insignificance; and, in the same way, 
the deaths of thousands of men, women 
and children in England every week 
almost obliterates the fact that large 
numbers still perish in road and street 
accidents all over the country. Instead of 
the usual long reports, therefore, accom- 
panied almost as frequently by leading 
articles on the gravity of the problem, we 
read nowadays only a brief paragraph that 
449 persons were killed on the roads of 
Great Britain last month. Tha ‘‘toll of 
the roads’’ anyways is not nearly so 
serious as it used to be. In almost every 
month lately there have been fewer deaths 
than in the month before, though in the 
early period of the war the number of 
killings and maimings. rose alarmingly 
from week to week. Drivers, however, 
have become used since then to the black- 
out, and what was a very trying and 
dangerous experience at the beginning of 
last winter—to travel even a few miles in 
a motor car after dark—had become, before 
the winter was over, a matter of no serious 
concern to anybody. The roads, too, are 
not nearly so congested as they were. It 
was natural that the number of accidents 
should decrease -considerably during the 
summer months, and, while the probability 
is that the number will be ‘‘up”’ again 
during the next few months, it will not

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IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


‘Pen-craft 


A curious fact about the present war— 
both in the Fast and in the West—is that 
no outstanding war correspondents have 
emerged, and no descriptive writing of 
enduring merit remains as a contemporary 
account of the various campaigns. 

During the 1914-18 struggle men like 
Arthur Ransome, Philipps Price, Philip 
Gibbs and others became household words. 
Their despatches could be read again and 
again; for they caught all the tensity of 
human adventure and struggle. Earlier 
still, men like H. W. Nevinson and H. B. 
Brailsford did the same. 

This war has been far more “‘ spectacular.” 
Nothing could have been more dramatic 
than the defeat of France, the evacuation 
of Dunkirk, the bombing of London or 

the opening of the Burma Road; and all 
| these events have resulted in floods of 
commonplace writing and news broadcasts 
which: are merely tedious. Is it broad- 
casting that has destroyed writing? 

I have read many impressions of days 
and nights in London, full of sound and 
fury, falling masonry, with humanity 
crouching in underground stations. But 
not one of these accounts would I keep to 
remind me in years to come of this grim 
moment in human destiny. 

Possibly the trench warfare of earlier 
campaigns gave correspondents more 
leisure—before or after an attack—to 
catch all the pictures of the moment in 
their net of words. Whatever the reason 
may be, guns and bombs have never been 
so articulate or ‘umanitv so dumbly 
uninspired. Many journalists give very 
comprehensive and studied commentaries 
on the ‘‘general situation,” but there 
seems to be a lack of any good writing 
bearing the direct impress of war. 


Ass Shakespeare Spoke 2 


At least, one Belfast parent. who has had 
her children evacuated to the rural dis- 
tricts, is worrying, I am told, about the 
accent which they may acquire in their 
new surroundings. 

Probably quite a number of people will 
feel inclined to retort that if the kiddies 
do have their Belfast accent modified they 
will have gained a great deal. Not every- 
body has the affection of Mr. St. John 
Ervine for the sound of Belfast speech. 

Many people agree that there is a 
grandeur in the dialects of Ulster that is 
completely absent in the speech of the 
capital. One of the best authorities that 
the North possesses on its dialect, the Rev. 
W. F. Marshall, made a very good case 
for the rural speech a year or two ago in 
a series of talks which he gave for the 
B.B.C., and some of which were sub- 
sequently published. 

In one of these talks he exhorted people 
to think of what they had in the Ulster 
dialects: 

‘““So much of the fine speech of 

Shakespeare and Sydney and Milton. How 
much of that has been forgotten by the 
townsman of the present day, or is 
mysterious to him? 
“The very word-sounds that came from 
the lips of Addison and Swift—you can 
hear them when you pass the bungalows 
and ‘ hike’ along the open road.’’ .

A muniqué yesterday states: ‘‘ The 
main objectives of our bombers over 
Germany on Sunday night were oil refineries 
and oil plants. Six of these were attacked, 
two at Hamburg, and the others at Oster- 
moor, Hanover, Gelsenkirchen and Magde- 
burg. Other targets included the docks at 
Wilhelmshaven and EFamburg, goods yards at 
Krefield, Hamm and Mannheim, the Channel 
orts of Antwerp, Flushing, Ostend and 

‘Orient, and fourteen enemy aerodromes. 

““ On Sunday aircraft of the Coastal Com- 
mand made daylight attacks on shipping and 
convoys off the Dutch and French coasts. 
One of our aircraft is missing.”’ 

A British Air Ministry communiqué issued 
last night says:—‘‘ Last night a small force 
of R.A.F. bombers made a successful attack 
on the Skoda armament works at Pilzen, in 
Czecho-Slovakia.”’ 


THE SKODA WORKS 


The Skoda works, one of the three biggest 
armament factories in the world, with plant 
for 50,000 workers, supplied many countries 
with small and heavy war material. Until 
two years ago the controlling shares were 
held by the French Schneider-Creusot Arma- 
ment Group. ‘They sold out to Czech 
interests, which included the Government. 
The plant, which covers 400 ‘acres, fell into 
German hands at the occupation in March, 
1939, but secret pians and drawings had been 
destroyed, and chief officials, who kept them 
in their heads tlew to England to put them 
at the disposal of the Allies. 


GUN CREW ATTACKED 

A Blenheim patrolling the Dutch coast 
on Sunday, bombed German supply ships, 
shot up the crew of a big coastal gun, and 
fought three Messerschmitts on the way 
home, says the British Air Ministry News 
Service in another communiqué. When the 
Blenheim emerged from cloud over Den 
Helder, there were a number of ships in the 
docks below. The pilot dived and bombed 
them from only a few hundred feet, A little 
later he observed a big gun emplacement 
near the Dutch coast. He had no bombs left, 
but he machine-gunned the emplacement 
thoroughly. The gun crew scattered and ran 
for cover, but several of them were hit. When 
the Blenheim set course for its base, it was 
attacked from behind by three Messer- 
echmitts 109. The Blenheim’s rear-gunner 
peppered them, and one of the German 
fighters broke away damaged. The Blenheim 
continued to fight back until the Messer- 
schmitts’ fire became ineffective, and they 
gave up the attack.

AN ARTIST IN SONG 
INTERPRETATION

Dublin music-lovers crowded to capacity 
the Aberdeen Hall of the Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin, for the song recital by Mr. Robert 
Irwin. It was his first appearance on a 

latform in his native city since completing 

is concert tour in Great Britain in aid of 
the Red Cross Society with Count John 
McCormack, and it was a critical audience 
which greeted him. They were quick to find 
all that had been written of Mr. Irwin’s sing- 
ing was well merited. He is now the complete 
artist, with an easy winning 
manner and a cultured style of singing that 
make for ready success. How his musical 
field, too, has broadened was manifest in his 
song selection. 

He started with an old-time group, featur- 
ing works by A. Scarlatti, Handel and others. 
His treatment of the aria, ‘‘ Nasce al Bosco,” 
from “ Ezio,’’ a little-known work of Handel, 
was noteworthy for its lovely legato, rich 
lengthy phrasing and masterly breath control, 
while the Handelian runs were in the best 
manner, A very beautiful example of song 
interpretation in this first group also was 
Arnes ‘‘ Come away, death.” It was full 
of atmosphere and most moving. The light- 
hearted ‘* Sylvia, now your scorn give over,” 
and the swaggering ‘I'll sail upon a do 
star,’ both by Purcell, were well contrasted. 

The outstanding work of the night, how- 
ever, was Mr Irwin’s presentation of '' Four 
Serious Songs,” py Brahms. He had already 
sung these with great success at one of Myra 
Hess’s midday concerts in the London 
National Gallery, and last night his singing 
of them was superb. Mr. Irwin’s singing 
was throughout full of deep reverence and 
devotion, and displayed an extraordinary 
range and variety of tone colours. Some of 
his mezzo voce work was exquisite. His 
third group was a mixed lot, which included 
a very beautiful new setting by Dermot 
McMurrough of William Blake’s poem, “A 
Dream,” and another new song, “The Wee 
Boy in Bed’’—a very descriptive setting by 
Dr. J. F. Larchet of Elizabeth Shane’s quaint 
little story. 

As encores Mr. Irwin sang three Scottish 
ballads, but one was puzzled to know why, 
in these closing songs, he offered so much 
Scotch ‘o the exclusion of some of our own 
Trish songs. 

Assisting the vocalist was Madalene 
Mooney, violinist. She was inclined to be 
over-serious in her selections, which included 
“Fa Fola” (Variations Serieuses), h 
Correlli-Leonard; and a later group which 
included “ Alt Wien’’ (Godowsky-Press), 
“ Asturiana'” and ‘‘Jota’’ (de Falla- 
Kochanski), and Arthur Duff’s arrangement 
for violin and piano of the old air, ‘‘ Eamonn 
an Chnuic.” The intonation was not always 
quite true.

The question is much 
Neither does 
the book, ‘‘Jurgen,’’ provide the strongest 
round from which to attack the censorship, 
or it might quite reasonably be described as 
‘indecent in general tendency’’ (much as | 
enjoyed it myself). But what sort of mind 
is it that can apply the same description to 
such fine aí sincere books as Shaw’s 
“Black  Girl,’’ Kate O’Brien’s ‘‘ Mar 
Lavelle,’’ Sean O’Faolain’s ‘‘ Bird Alone,” 
and many others which have come under the 
ban? Anyone, however, who expects an 
official censorship of any kind of art to be 
either consistent or intelligent must be inno- 
cent indeed. 

The fact to be faced is that the dominant 
Church in this country has made up its mind 
on certain subjects, and objects to any 
public ventilation of contrary opinion, and 
it is inevitable that any official censorship 
will take the same line. You and I may 
think such suppression disastrously wron 
and gravely unjust to rr nt A bu 
there is no sign that the vast majority of 
Irishmen and women regard it as anything 
but right and proper. And so long as every 
writer who dares to step outside the nar- 
rowest conventionalism in dealing with the 
relations of men and women (the very basis 
of life) is compelled to look outside hand 
for its public, intelligent people like Messrs. 
Malone and Power will have reason to com- 
Eua of dullness and unreality in modern 
rish literature. 

It is common knowledge that “classics ”’ 

such as Shakespeare, Smollett, Rabelais, and 
most of the Greek and Latin authors contain 
far more ‘‘indecencies’’ than most of the 
censored books, and yet are not black-listed. 
The reason is, of course, that the people 
whose morals our censors are primarily 
anxious to ‘‘ safeguard ’’ are those who never 
think of reading ‘‘ classics,’’ but to whom 
‘daring ‘’ modern novels have all the attrac- 
tion of forbidden fruit. 
Mr. Garry makes an excellent point when 
he stresses the fact that impecunious 
readers, who depend upon secondhand books 
and cheap editions, are the worst sufferers 
from the censorship. I hope it is not too 
boastful to recall that I predicted this in 
your columns when the Censorship Act was 
still only a bill before the Oireachtas.—

IS must be nearly the most difficult of 
all Shakespeare's plays from the pro- 
ducer'e point of view. It has to be so 
many, things by turns—romantic, of the 
nature of a dream, and for a good part of 
the way material for a clown.

It 
mingles mortals and immortals, and essays 
fot them equal stage conviction. It holds 
some of the finest of Shakespeare’s verse, 
and is at moments, even in its gaiety, 
delicate as gossamer. It has, as well, to 
make itself a pantomime. It had been 
said that to read it is like wandering at 
midnight in a grove perfumed by flowers, 
for it has such sweetness and beauty as 
baffle description. 
us through the years tel) us this must be 
true, and yet we tremble for its success 
upon the stage; so much may remain, but 
only to our eyes; so much may have 
evaporated, the essence lost. 
Two things the producer must aim at 
giving us—the play’s enchantment and, if 
we must have the pantomime as well, then 
the very best that can be done with that 
side of it.

USAGE 


INSURANCE INSTITUTE’S 
COMPLAINT 


The Irish Medical Union’s refusal to allow 
one of its members—a Dublin doctor—to 
read a paper at a meeting of the Insurance 
Institute of Ireland, in January, 1939, was 
mentioned by the President of the Institute, 
Mr. A. E. O'Callaghan, assistant general 
manager of the Irish National Insurance Co., 
Ltd., in the course of his inaugural address 
yesterday at the opening mecting of the ses- 
sion, in the Central Hotel, Exchequer street, 
Dublin. 

Mr. O’Callaghan said that after a protest 
from the Council of the Institute the only 


ws fid received from the Irish Medi- 
cal Union was that, in the opinion 
of their committee, it would not have 
been in the best interest and tra- 


ditions of the profession that members should 
give addresses or read papers at such meet- 
ings, as it might tend to, give rise to mis- 
understandings and suggestions of advertis- 


ing. 
tt so happened that the eye specialist 
scheduled to speak to the institute on Feb- 
ruary 17th was a member of the Irish Medi- 
cal Union which had refused him permission 
to speak. The paper was entitled ‘‘Eye In- 
juries.”’ At the moment it appeared that the 
arrangement might. have to be altered. 


AN INTERVIEW 


Mr. O’Callaghan said that he had a long in- 
terview with the secretary of the union, in 
which he pointed out that the British Medi- 
cal Association, to which he understood the 
Irish Medical Union was subsidiary, did not 
object to their members appearing before 
insurance institutes in Great Britain. Mr. 
O’Callaghan also undertook to see that the 
name of the eye specialist would not 
be mentioned, except at the meeting; that 
the Press would not be present; that no 
Statement would pe given to the Press, and 
no part of the paper would be reproduced. 
The only reply was that the Committee of 
the Irish Medical Union would not alter its 
previous decision. 

Mr. O'Callaghan said that it seemed absurd 
that, although the Irish Medical Union were, 
no doubt, most anxious for offices to engage 
their members to carry out medical examina- 
tions and submit reports, yet they endea- 
voured to debar the amen from acquiring 
that knowledge, whiéh was imperative to 
enable them to interpret such reports and 
transmute the injuries or illness reported into 
sterling. 

“Possibly the door is not finally closed 
against us,” he continued, ‘‘ but I would 
mention that I understand only approximately 
fifty per cent. of the medical practitioners in 
Eire are members of the Irish Medical Union, 
so I feel confident that, if necessary, an alter- 
native paper on a medical subject can be 
arranged. In the meantime, perhaps some of 
those of us present to-night who come into 
contact with medical men would use their 
influence with them to endeavour to get the 
Irish Medical Union to abandon their present 
impossible attitude towards us.”

HE fifty-seventh inaugural meeting of 
the Solicitors’ Apprentices Debating 


‘Bociety of Ireland was held last night 
in the Members Hall, Solicitors’ Buildings, 
Your Courts, Dublin, when the Auditor, 
)Mr. D, J. Dowling, read a paper on “ The 
Aftermath of War.” Mr. Henry P. Mayne, 
President of the Incorporated Law Society, 
presided. 

Referring to the position in this country, 
in the course of his paper, Mr. . Dowling 
stated that the new spirit of unity and good- 
will was a bright omen for the future of 
Ireland. It might help 4o sow the seed 
which would make for toleration and respect 
for the views of others, and prevent that 
dissension which so often had been the curse 
of the country in the past. It was this 
spirit of co-operation that might help to 
bring about the undoing of the evil of par- 
tition. While it was difficult to conceive the 
idea of perpetual world peace, there must in 
future be a new way of thinking, a recog- 
nition of some moral law greater than that 
of national egotism, an obedience to an inter- 
national authority beyond that of sovereign 
rights, though not antagonistic to national 
traditions. There should be co-operation, or 
the world would perish. The failure of the 
League of Nations manifested only too 
obviously the inherent weakness of human 
nature, and seemed to indicate that no matter 
how much we worked to preserve peace our 
human nature would defeat it in the end. 


IRELAND'S POSITION 


Mr. Justice Black proposed a resolution 
returning the best thanks of the Society to 
the Auditor for his address. He said tha‘ 
there was no use in their discussing the 
aftermath of the war unless they were 
able to keep out of it. But if thev 
were drawn into the war no one would 
consult them in the subsequent settlement. 
He suggested that after the war the ques. 
tion of State control of industry, commerce, 
prices, rents, commodities and the distribu- 
tion of everything that concerned order and 
discipline would be given great prominence. 
In this country, he said, agriculture and 
the life ot the country must always be their 
mainstay, but one of their greatest problems 
after the war would Le the question of the 
‘flight from the land.” 

Senator Frank MacDermot, seconding the 
motion said that when discussing partition 
they should remember that, while the 
hysical partition of the country came into 
eing in 1920, there was a partition of thie 
ae and heart for long before that date. 
Partition was a very deeply-rooted affair, 
and he did not believe that it could be 
cured without the greatest pains and trouble. 

The Rev. P. McKevitt, Ph.D., Professor of 
Sociology, St. Patrick’s College, Maynooth, 
proposed that. the Solicitors’ Apprentices’ 
Debating Society was worthy of support. He 
said that the important thing after the war 
was not so much the materia] losses as the 
moral preparation of their people. In Spain 
and Finland the people hré settled down to 
the task of rebuilding, and there was no 
doubt that they would recover in a few years. 
The greatest evils in Ireland were disunity 
among their people and the preaching of the 
doctrine of class war. Unless they faced up 
to their social problems they would have in 
them a permanent principle of disunity. 

Professor G. A. Duncan, M.A., Professor 
of Political Economy, nee College, Dublin, 
seconding the motion, said that the unem- 
ployment problem after a war was a temporary

Golf and Horses 


I had the honour on Saturday night of 
sitting as a guest on the left of Mr. Cyril 
Corbally, the President of the Donabate Golf 
Club. It was the inaugural captain’s dinner. 
Need I say that the conversation hinged 
mostly on golf; on the foundation of the 
club; on the original four-holes course laid 
out by a few inmates in ‘‘ the big house ebove.”’ 
and the development and extension of the 
club, which now is a limited company owning 
the hundred acres on which the debenture 
holders play, and the most modern of club- 
houses ? 

Mr. Corbally is an old Portmarnock-Royal 
Dublin golfer, and in many of the champion- 
ships I ‘‘reportea ” him. His handicap then 
was ó; now it is 12. But we talked of other 
things than golf. I was aware he was a 
noted exponent of croquet, but did not know 
previously that he is a former holder of the 
Open Croquet Championship and that on 
many occasions he went through the Irish 
Championships. He recalled that when they 
were in their twenties he, with Mr. Leslie 
O'Callaghan and Mr. Duff Matthews, revolu- 
tionised the game as it was played by the 
older players on the other side of the water. 
and that in fourteen years they won ten 
English championships. 

Later in the evening I discovered that 
when a young man he was interested in 
steeplechasing. His father, Mr. Mathew 
Corbally, D.L,, of Rathbeale Hall, Swords, 
had a string of ‘chasers and at Rathbeale 
laid out a trial ground for Grand National 
candidates, which often was availed of by 
Irish owners and trainers. as the fences were 
modelled after those at Aintree. The most 
celebrated inmate of the Rathbeale Hall 
stables was Come Away, the winner of the 
Grand National in 1931. 


A National Winner 


In that connection Mr. Corbally related 
the story of the purchase of the horse by 
Mr. William Jameson, in whose colours Come 
Awav won the premier ‘chasing event. In 
the Conyngham Cup at Punchestown in 1888 
Mr. Jameson had a mount, but was thrown 
at the last fence. He rose and watched Come 
Away sailing along to victory. He instructed 
Mr. H. FE. Linde to buy the winner for him, 
and, after a lot of persuasion, Mr. Corbally 
parted with him for £2,000 and half of the 
winnings in the event of his winning the 
National. 

Later, when the two owners met, Mr. 
Jameson thanked Mr. Corbally for parting 
with the horse. ! 

““Don't, thank me for selling him,” was the 
reply, “thank my ten children.” My dear old 
golfing friend smilingly added that his father 
hated the thought of parting with Come Away, 
‘‘but,’’ he said, “we were a big growing up 
family, and £2,000 was 1 lot of money in 
those days.”

Mr. Michael Hearn, solicitor, of Dublin; 
Very Reverend Father Joseph Pelly, P.P., 
of Ballymacward; Mr. J. Bailey, of Tralee; 
Mr. Considine, of Ennis; ‘‘ Parson” Fitz- 
maurice, and Mr. Rice, of Tralee, and a host 
of other celebrities who were associated with 
the leash in the halcyon days of the sport— 
days that have gg#e, never to return. 

It was real rt then; it had not been 
commercialised, as now. What a magnifi- 
cent lot of sportsmen they were, and what 
fun they derived out of their long days in 
the open country in hail, rain and biting 
cold, on their lengthy journeys to and from 
the preserves, soaked to the skin, or, perhaps, 
half frozen, but unmindful of every discom- 
fort! I have spent many a night in 
the company of some of these 
old worthies, enraptured by their recitals 
of their varied experiences, humorous, 
exciting—and sometimes tragic—but, for the 
most part, amusing. No later than the other 
night in Loughrea I was regaled for a couple 
of hours with stories of those davs bv a 
well-known North Kerry sportsman, who was 
one of “the boys’’ forty years ago. What a 
pity Phil O'Sullivan or Father Pelly did not, 
leave us their memoirs! What a feast of 
entertainment they would provide! 


A £336 (>) Stake 


Take, for instance, that story about the 
meeting at Mellin, in County Limerick, which 
had a direct bearing on the foundation of 
the Irish Cup. In Limerick at the time were 
some folks who decided on forming a club 
and holding a meeting on a lavish seale. They 
were the representatives of Limerick 
“society,” but they forgot to take ‘‘Phil,”’ 
Limerick’s leading solicitor, into their 
councils. The club and the meeting (of course) 
flopped. —“Phil” resolved to get his own 
back. He organised a huge meeting at Mellin. 
with a 32-dog stake at 10 guineas each, and 
circularised: his friends all over the South. 
The stake, needless to say, filled to over- 
lowing—£336 in subscriptions. i 

They had a great meeting and the Dublin 
journalists (Dr. Dick Downing, Charlie Fritn, 
Willie Gray and Furlong) saw to it that 
it received the necessary publicity. “Phil” 
had a wonderfully keen sense of humour. 
The winner of the big stake, runner-up, and 
all who got into the prize money were con- 
gratulated wherever thev went, but their 
friends were not aware that there was NO 
entrance fee, and that not a penny was paid 
out in prize money! 

The owners entered their dogs and brought 
them to the meeting to enable Phil O’Sullivan 
to “get his own back’’ on the locals who had 
so slighted him. He was amazingly popular 
in Irish coursing circles—and at Altcar. For 
years he was a Waterloo Cup nominator, and 


it was he who more than anyone else bron zht 
the Irish Cup into existence,

Mellor Bromley and Co., Ltd., Minotaur 
Works, St. Saviour’s road, Leicester, Eng- 
land, claimed £703 odd against Irish Milanese, 
Ltd., Arran quay, Dublin, for the hire of 
machinery, and £72 odd, alleged to be due 
for goods sold and delivered. 

Irish Milanese, Ltd., denied that the 
machinery had been hired to them, and that 
the goods had been sold and delivered to 
them. They stated that the machinery had 
been installed in their factory in May and 
June, 1938, and that the plaintiffs had 
warranted the plant as fit for the manufacture 
of Locknit fabric and as capable of drying 
and finishing 4,500lbs. of the material per 
week. They alleged that the plant was unfit 
for the purpose for which it was intended, 
and was incapable of finishing and drying 
more than 2,000lbs. of Locknit fabric per 
week, and that large quantities of the fabrics 
produced by the plant were badly finished: or 
damaged in the process of manufacture. They 
counterclaimed £8,000 damages. _—s_T
